Relief from the blistering heat 
was forecast for St. Louis tomor- 
row following a tropical day yes- 
terday when the thermometer on 
the Weather Bureau’ roof regis- 
tered 99.3 degrees at 2:45 p.m., the 
hottest it has been here since 


Aug, 27, 1943. The maximum tem- 
perature at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field yesterday was 101. 

High winds and light rain this 
afternoon interrupted the ther- 
mometer’s steady progress up- 
ward, The temperature at the 
weather bureau at 3 o'clock was 
98, but it had dropped to 95 at 
4 o'clock, Trees and telephone 
wires were blown down in.

perature tomorrow morning will 
be about 72, and the maxim 
tomorrow a cooling 885.

Barkley Says Prospect for 


“Bill Is Not Good — 


House Accepts Bar on 
Use of OPA Money for

WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP)— 
OPA revival prospects hit a new 
low in Congress today. 

Democratic Leader Barkley said 
after today’s meeting a Senate- 
House conference committee had 
found “no common ground” for 
agreement on the terms of an 
OPA revival bill. 

Congressional efforts to break 
the OPA deadlock pivoted on the 


counter-proposal offered by a sub- 
committee of the Senate conferees. 
The members are Senators Taft, 
Tobey (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
and Radcliffe (Dem.), Maryland. 

Barkley said the proposal draft- 
ed was in such “rough form” that 
the committee made no progress 


in considering it. He hinted at af!

The. subcommittee’s proposal on 
controls provides for a board with 
higher authority than OPA to de- 


cide whether such important food 


items as meat, eggs and milk can 
be put back under price ceilings 
at a later date. 

Taft said the House conferees 
“flatly rejected” it and refused to 
accept any bill that eliminates 
price ceilings on important food 
items. 

The compromise would permit 
the proposed board to return the 
foods to OPA controls on these 
finding: 

1. That prices had risen un- 
reasonably above former OPA 
ceilings, after subsidies were 
taken into consideration. 

2. That the food products were 
found to be scarce and that re- 
sumption of price ceilings was 
“practicable.” 

3. That such action would be 
in the public interest. 

“It doesn't look so good,” Bark- 
ley told reporters, when asked 
about chances of an agreement. 

Chairman Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the House Banking Com- 


mittee told reporters “the pros-. 


pects are dark for the restoration 
of effective price controls.” 

His comment came after Senate 
members of the joint conference 
committee seeking an OPA com- 
promise rejected yesterday 4 
House proposal to revoke the Sen- 
ate bill’s bar on any future ceil- 
ings for such essential market 
basket items as meat, milk, eggs 
and cheese. 

The House plan was rejected 
by the Senate conferees by a vote 
of 4 to 3, it was disclosed. 

Also defeated by the conferees 
late yesterday was an attempt to 
revive the Taft industrial pricing 
amendment in modified form. The 
original pricing formula by Taft 
bore the brunt of President Tru- 
man’s criticism in his veto of the 
original OPA extension bill.

SENATE VOTES

ON TIDELANDS BL 


Overrides Barkley 46 to 
21 When He Objects 
to Action Before Court 
Decides Case. 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (UP)— 
The Senate overrode objections of 
Democratic Majority Leader 
Barkley of Kentucky today and 
voted, 46 to 21, to begin debate on 
the controversial Tidelands bill. 

Barkley vigorously opposed tak- 
ing up the bill now. He pointed 
out that the Attorney General had 
brought suit before the Supreme 
Court to determine the title to 
lands between the low-water mark 
and the three-mile limit off the 
California coast. 

“A controversy so important as 
this should not be taken away 
from the court by legislative ac- 
tion,” Barkley said. 

Senator Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, joined Barkley in op- 
posing consideration of the legis- 
lation. 

Tobey charged that it would re- 
sult in intensive lobbying for the 
measure. 

Tobey shouted that “characters” 
involved in the Pauley hearings 
would “be down here within 48 
hours lobbying” for the measure. 
He referred to the Senate com- 
mittee hearings in rnonination of 
Edwin W. Paulev for Under 
Secretary of the Navy. 

Tobey was a leader in the fight 
against Pauley that ended with 
withdrawal of the nomination. (In 
his fight, Tobey frequently re- 
ferred to articles that had ap- 
peared in the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch.) 

The bill would renounce any 
Federal claim to lands beneath 
tidewaters and navigable waters 
within state boundaries. The

0 FARBEN PLANTS IN REICH 
TO BE SOLD IN OPEN MARKET 


Are in Four Occupation Zones; 
Unaffected Now .by Patent 
or Trademark Rights, 
BERLIN, July 19 (AP)—As an- 
other step in the four-power pro- 
gram of dissolving what once was 
the largest chemical trust in the 
world, the American Military Gov- 
ernment announced yesterday that 
between 30 and 35 smaller plants 
of the I. G. Farben industries will 
be sold on the open market, as far 
as pogsible into private hands, 
ese plants are in all four oc- 
cupation zones and are of a type 
which can be operated independ- 
ently without detriment to the 
technical production of chemicals 
reserved for postwar German 
economy after reparations, 
Representing only a small frac- 
tion of the huge Farben combine's 
assets, these plants are unaffected 
by questions of patent and trade-

ARMY UNITS WITH MORTARS 
BATTLE 400 LUZON PEASANTS 


Fighting 38 Miles From Manila; 
Hukbalahap Leader to Seek 
Conference With Roxas. 
MANILA, July 19 (AP)—Twelve 
military police companies of the 
Philippine Army, equipped with 
mortars, armored cars and heavy 
machineguns, engaged in a stiff 
battle today with more than 400 
Hukbalahaps (armed peasants) 
some 85 miles northwest of Ma- 
nila. The fighting occurred three 
miles southeast of Malolos, capital 

of Bulacan province. 

In Manila, Hukbalahap leader 
Luis Taruc, meantime, told re- 
porters the situation was “fast 
approaching a crisis in central 
Luzon.” He said he would ask for 
a conference with President Man- 
uel A, Roxas tomorrow to avoid 
further bloodshed. 

“Our people are being hunted 
down like animals,” he said, “The 
fighting is resulting in the killing 
of many innocent peasant women 
and children because of the mor- 
tar shelling.”

Several members of the com- 
mittee announced they would soon 
be relieved by qualified scientists, 
indicating that the body will be- 
come entirely professional rather 
than political in nature.

He 
said the President had posed the 
issue with his statement that if 
Slaughter is right, I am wrong.

Complications in the divorce 
suit of Constantin Dantes against

Basis for the intervening peti- 
tion, Enger said, would be 
Dantes’ failure to pay $7.50 a week 
for the support of his 17-year-old 
daughter, Bertha, as provided in 
the divorce obtained by Mrs. 
Stuprich in Circuit Judge James 
3 McLaughlin’s court last Nov. 


Hearing of the suit against Mrs. 
Marie Dantes, which was filed 
Tuesday, has been set, for next 
Thursday in Circuit Judge Ray- 
mond E. LaDriere’s court at Clay- 
ton. Dantes, former gardener for 
the widow of C. Drummond Jones, 
was married to her last May and 
left her Weber Hill road mansion 
on June 22 after she told him he 
was “neither fish nor fowl” and 
that she would no longer live with 
him, his petition said. 

The divorce obtained last fall 
by Mrs. Stuprich, who now lives 
in Affton with her present hus- 
band, Jacob Stuprich, followed 
months of marital difficulties be- 
tween the Dantes, which on one 
occasion wound up in police court 
with a $200 fine against Dantes 
for disturbing the peace of his 
wife and daughter. 

Police court records show 
Dantes was fined by Judge Joseph 
B. Catanzaro on Dec. 1, 1944, and 
that he paid 3100 and was paroled 
on the rest of the fine. The day 
before, his wife had filed a separ- 
ate maintenance suit. 

Dantes filed suit for divorce Dec. 
29, 1944, and asked that her sepa- 
rate maintenance suit be dis- 
missed. She filed a cross- bill, on 
which she later obtained the di- 
vorce and custody of the daughter, 
with $250 gross alimony and week- 
ly payments for support of the 
child, 

Dantes was married to his first 
wife in 1927 in Bruchsell, Ger- 
many, and the pair came to this 
country the same year. He was 
employed as a gardener at Grant's 
Farm, the Busch estate on Gra- 
vois road, from the time they ar- 
rived in this country until about 
10 years ago.

WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP)— 
The House today wrote into the 
Administration's atomic energy 
control bill a provision aimed at 
letting the Army keep on mak- 
ing atom bombs. 

The 102-to-72 standing vote by 
which the House approved the 
Military Affairs Committee's pro- 
posal, is subject to a roll-call count 
if enough members demand it. 

Under the provision, the Presi- 
dent would be empowered to di- 
rect the proposed atomic control 
commission to allow the armed 
forces to produce atomic weapons. 
It is left to the discretion of the 
President whether the Army or 
the Navy may make atom bombs. 

Military Affairs Committee 
members contended that without 
the amendment the armed forces 
would be unable to make the 
bombs under any conditions.

ALBANY, N. T., July 19 (AP) — 
The board of regents, 12-man gov- 
erning body of the state Depart- 
ment of Education, yesterday 
granted an absolute charter to 
Associated Universities, Inc., a 
joint project of several northeast- 
ern universities to advance nu- 
clear physics research under 
federal financing and supervision. 

The new corporation will estab- 
lish a laboratory, probably at 
Camp Upton, L. I., at which will 
be concentrated the research fa- 
cilities and trained personnel of 
the participating institutions, the 
board of regents announced after 
a meeting yesterday.

NORMAL FUNCTIONS 
FULFILLED BY NEW 
ARTIFICIAL ARM 


NEW YORK, July 19 (UP)— 
Samuel Alderson, research physi- 
cist, disclosed today he had de- 
veloped an artificial arm operated 
by a small motor which gives the 
wearer use of the wrist, forearm, 
e:bow and fingers. 

Alderson, formerly of the Uni- 
versity of California's radiation 
laboratory, developed the device 
at the International Business Ma- 
chines research laboratory at 
Endicott, N.Y. He began work on 
it last October. 

The arm is powered by several 
matchbox-size storage batteries 
concealed in a strap that holds 
the device in place. The motor, 
produced for the Army during the 
war and surpassing others for 
smaliness of size, low weight and 
efficiency, moves cables hidden 
within the arm. Elbow bend, 
wrist motion, finger grip and 
other functions are controlled by 
gears which are thrown into po- 
sition by shoulder movements. 

Alderson's first model weighs 
less than four pounds and he 
hopes to reduce that weight by 
improvements. 

The device permits a person 
who has lost one or both arms to 
carry on by himself the daily rou- 
tine of dressing, eating and hand- 
ling objects of reasonable size and 
shape, Alderson said. The fingers 
are strong enough to allow a man 
to lift a weight up to 40 pounds 
and their operation delicate 
enough to permit work with ob- 
jects weighing up to five pounds.

No One Injured — Ad- 
miral Gives Assurances 
This Won’t Happen at 
Real Thing.

ABOARD U.S. S. MOUNT Me- 
KINLEY, July 19 (AP) —A large 
magnesium flash bomb used to 
synchronize cameras went off 51 
minutes prematurely today in a 
rehearsal for the underwater 
atomic bomb test, but V. Adm. W 
H. Blandy quickly gave assurances 
the same thing could not happen 
with the real atomic explosive. 

The flash startled the Cross- 
roads task force but caused no 
damage or casualties, |

was not yet determined, but that 
the 100-pound flash bomb was set 
off differently than the atomic 
bomb would be, and the public 
should have no fear of danger to 
personnel participating in next 
Wednesday’s test.

His request quoted Dr. Runin- 
son’s estimate that he would take 
no more than a few seconds of 
radiation, which probably would 
not be fatal.

ARMY DENIES ANY 
UNION BUSTING IN 
FIRING 5 CIVILIANS 


Calls It Coincidence That 
All Are CIO Officers— 
‘Security’ Given as Dis- 
missal Cause.

The Army denied “union busting” 
charges today in the wake of an 
anouncement that it had fired 
five civilian employes at the 
Army’s Aberdeen (Md.) Proving

chemists, were discharged “in the 
interest of national security.” It 
declined to go into details, 


The fact that all five are offi- 
cers of Local 250 of the newly 
formed CIO Public Workers of 
America, it said, is “a coincidence 
and a reflection on the uwunion’s 
discretion in permitting them to 
serve.” 


The union today demanded a 
“hearing before an impartial 
tribunal” for the fired civilians. 

In a statement issued by Abram 
Flaxer, president, the UPWA as- 
serted the only interpretations it 
can place on the dismissals are: 

1. The War Department is 
“attempting to create a scan- 
dalous ‘spy scare’ on the eve of 
the vote” in the House on atom- 
ic energy control legislation.

Gen. Floyd L. Parks, di- 
rector of the War Department’s 
Bureau of Public Relations, an- 
nounced the action by Brig.

Alfred B. Quinton Jr., commander 
at the proving grounds, where 
secret tests are carried out on 
rockets and other guided missiles 
as well as on guns, tanks and 
vehicles, 

Empowered by Law. 

Quinton acted under a law which 
mpowers the Secretaries of War 
and Navy to remove “in the in- 
terest of national defense” any 
Army or Navy employes for sub- 
versive activities. 

The five, removed from their 
jobs June 22, were described by 
J. H. Mason, Patterson’s assistant 
in charge of industrial relations, 
as “not mere routine employes,” 
He declined, however, to describe 
them as scientists. 

They were identified by Parks 
as Harry and Irving Spector, 
brothers; Abraham = Kotelchuck, 
Phil Weiss and Rheabel Mendel- 
sohn, the last a woman. 


The May 25 “News-Letter” of 
UPWA Local 250 at Aberdeen re- 
ported under the headline Witch- 
hunt“: 


“At the April meeting of our 
union, President Harry Spector 
reported fully on attacks leveled 
at himself and four other union 
officers, charging them with ‘sub- 
versive activity.’ The commanding 
general tried immediate firing, but 
union action prevented it. 

“The national office of the union 
and its legal staff as well as 
Local 250’s officers fought back. 
As a result, everybody is now 
working and the general realizes 
that he has an organized, demo- 
cratic, representative union to 
deal with.” 

Calls Red-Baiting Old Trick. 

The story said that “red-baiting 
of CIO unions is the old trick of 
the labor haters which does not 
scare anybody any more.” | 

Quinton was not immediately 
available for comment. 

Under civil service regulations 
the five who were dismissed have 
30 days in which to appeal to the 
Secretary of War.

Mason told a questioner that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
was not involved. He said the five 
were discharged only after “the 
most compelling evidence was 
gathered.” 

Aberdeen employes are members 
of several unions, he said. 

The UPWA has been pushing 
an organization drive among Gov- 
ernment employes in the national 
capital. It figured in congres- 
sional debate last month when 
riders were attached to appro- 
priation bills providing that none 
of the funds could be used to pay 
any employe who is a member of 
an organization asserting the 
right to strike against the Gov- 
ernment. 

Federal employes now are be- 
ing required to sign a statement 
that they are not members of such 
an organization, 


MOVE TO SUBMIT EQUAL 
RIGHTS CLAUSE DEFEATED 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP) 
—The Senate today defeated a 
proposal to submit to the states 
a constitutional amendment grant- 
ing women equal rights “under 
the law.” 

The rejection was on a vote of 
38 in favor of submission, 35 


against. A two-thirds favorable 
vote was required for approval. 

To become effective, such an 
amendment needs two-thirds ap- 
proval of both houses and ratifi- 
cation by the legislatures of three- 
fourths of the states. 

The resolution, which has been 
introduced annually for 23 years, 
met its first vote test after desul- 
tory debate with both sides claim- 
ing to champion the cause of 
womankind, senators disagreed 
whether the amendment would be 
beneficial or harmful to women.

EX-MARINE PUT TO DEATH 
FOR ASSAULTING, KILLING GIRL 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP)— 
Earl McFarland, ex-Marine, went 
to his death in the electric chair 
today still protesting his innocence 
in the criminal attacking and kill- 
ing of a young government girl. 
“I still say I am not guilty,” the 
25-year-old veteran of Guadalcanal 
declared in a statement issued a 
few minutes before he died at the 
District. of Columbia jail. 

He was executed for the murder 
of 18-year-old Dorothy Berrum of 
OF lei Falls, Wis., in October

Wallace observed that the total 
value of all goods and services 
produced declined from a record 
annual rate of $208,000,000,000 in 
the second quarter of 1945 to $181,- 
000,000,000 in the first quarter of 
this year. In the second quarter 
of this year, it rose to $185,000,- 


000,000. 

Cited by Wallace as the out- 
standing economic trends since 
V- day were: : 

1. A drop in the annual rate of 
Government “war expenditures” 
for goods and services—from 386, 
000,000,000 in the second quarter 
of 1945 to $26,000,000,000 in the 
first quarter of 1946, and an esti- 
mated $22,000,000,000 in the sec- 
ond quarter this year. 

2. A continued rise in private 
business expenditures for con- 
struction, equipment and inven- 
tory, plus net exports—from an- 
nual rate of $7,000,000,000 in the 
second quarter of 1945: to $19,000,- 
000,000 in the first quarter of 1946 
and an estimated $25,000,000,000 in 
the second quarter of 1946. Con- 
struction \was a major factor in 
the 1946 upswing. 

3. Continued uptrend in con- 

enditures, although 

en a slackening in 
the sharp e that followed V-J 
day. The annual rate in the sec- 
ond quarter ef 1945 was $102,000,- 
000,000. In the first quarter of 
1946, it was $120,000,000,000; in the

.JRFFERSON CITY, July 10 
(UP)—OCol, Claude Earp, director 
of the Missouri Selective Service, 
estimated today that fewer than 
2000 men in the state were avail- 
able for induction under new 
regulations after the two- 
month summer draft holiday. 


He said that figures were not 
complete and that he based his 
lestimate on previous age group- 
ings and classification. 

“We have notified draft boards 
to begin immediate review of men 
in the 19 to 29 year age bracket 
% that we can begin drafting on 
Sept. 1,“ Earp said. “We should 
know by next week how many will 
be eligible but I doubt if the fig- 
ure will run to 2000.” 


He explained that under the new 
regulations all fathers were ex- 
empt, as were men termed “indis- 
pensable to the national exist- 
ence.” 

“We're scraping the bottom of 
the barrel, as just about every- 
body in the proper age bracket 
has already seen service or has 
legal ground for exemption,” Earp 
declared, 

Missourians in the proper age 
bracket who have seen less than 
six months domestic service in 


the armed forces are eligible for 
induction. This does not apply to 
‘veterans Who served overseas, re- 
‘gardiess of length of that service. 
Time spent in Army or Navy 
scholastic training in the United 
States does not count as time 
served in the armed forces, for

The 
city income tax law assesses a 
levy of one fourth of 1 per cent 
On the gross incomes of individ- 
uals and the net incomes of cor- 
porations.

Fighting flares between the Huk- 
balahaps on the one hand and 
military police and civilian guards 
on the other, terrifed peasants flee 
to towns, the rice fields are dry 
and empty, and Manila citizens re- 
gard central Luzon the same way 
Bostonians did the Wild West. 

To sympathizers, the Hukbala- 
hap is a mixture of a Robin Hood 
and Thomas Paine. To anti-Huks 
he is blend of Bluebeard and Jack 
the Ripper. This reporter, plan- 
ning a trip to the area, was 
warned that she would be shot by 
military police, and also that she 
be murdered by Huks. 

No t Answer. 

A three-day trip in the area pro- 
duced neither of these unhappy 
events, nor did it produce a clear- 
cut “right and wrong” answer to 
the situation. It did, however, un- 
cover concrete evidence of terror- 
ism by both sides, heavy fighting, 
and deep fright on the part of 
hundreds of peasants who have 
been caught in an _ ideological 
cross-fire. 

This is the story of Fermine 
Santos, a farmer, 62 years old, of 
a barrio in Pampanga, now hiding 
out with friends in a nearby town: 
“On June 22 three truckloads of 
military police came to my town. 
As they drove in, three men ran 
by my house and some M. P.s ran 
after them. Two men escaped, a 
third drew his pistol and fired at 
the M. P.s. They fired back and 
wounded him. He threw down the 
pistol and put up his hands. But 
the M. P.s went up and shot him 
dead. 

“Then they came to me, said 
the men were Hukbalahaps and 
accused me of finding them food. 

“I had not done so, but they ar- 


rested me and my wife and two 
daughters and took us to jail. 
They beat me on ribs and they 
threatened my daughter with a 
bayonet. 

“In the fields and barrios they 
rounded up 40 farmers, on sus- 
picion of helping the Huks. They 
took us all to jail and kept most 
of us there two days, Then they 
let us go. But I will not go back 
home with my family. This hap- 
pened once before, and I am afraid 
it will happen again.” 


Lieutenant's Story. 


This kind of story is repeated 
all over the barrios of Pampanga. 
On the other hand, there is the 
story told by Lt. Jose R. Honrado, 
commanding officer, 104th Military 
Police Battalion at Conception, 
Tarlac. Honrado is a former mem- 
ber of the United States Armed 
Forces in the Far East—the recog- 
nized Filipino guerrillas. 


“The other night,” he said, “we 
heard 500 armed Huks were gath- 
ering at the village of Mapalod- 
Early the next morning we 
started out looking for them with 
two platoons, 33 men each, and a 
few civilian guards. 

“Five hundred yards from the 
barrio I saw a group of heavily 
armed men standing by a haystack. 
We deployed on either side of the 
road, and, as we did, they opened 
fire. We fought them three hours, 
and eventually had to call for re- 
inforcements. 


“Around 9 a.m. their fire less- 
ened, and the enemy withdrew. 
We entered the barrio and found 
it partially evacuated, but with 
many women and children hiding 
in foxhoéles under homes.” 

Honrado estimated there were 
about 450 Huks fighting the M.P.s. 
Weapons included two .50-caliber 
machine guns, one .30-caliber, 
seven BAR guns, one Japanese 
machine gun and 300 rifles. It is 
not t definitely known where 
the Huks secured the arms and 
ammunition, but it is thought they 
have had access to stocks hidden 
at the time of the Bataan sur- 
render, and also many American 
soldiers sold or gave away their 
guns at the end of the war. 

The battle, Honrado said, con- 
tinued sporadically all day in bar- 
rios and fields of the eters oe 
of Concepcion. Sixty-two Huks, 
two military police and one police- 
man were killed. One civilian vol- 
unteer and five military police 
were wounded, The Huks removed 
their own wounded as they re- 
treated. 


Pass Peasant Carts. 


In an amphibious tank bristling 
with machine guns and flanked by 
two jeepfuls of heavily armed sol- 
diers, Honrado escorted visitors to 
the near-by barrio, Santa Cruz, 
where some of the heaviest fight- 
ing had taken place. On the road 
the group passed a dozen carabao- 
drawn carts, loaded with peasant 
families, bags of rice, firewood: 
and a few earthenware pots. 

Santa Cruz, deserted but for pigs 
and chickens which families were 
unable to take with them, showed 
clear signs of fighting. Six Nipa 
huts of a total of 20 were burned 
to the ground, set afire by tracer 
bullets. On either side of the road 
leading into the barrio strings of 
foxholes had been dug by Huks. 
Dozens of shells from .50-caliber 
machine guns, carbines and Gar- 
and rifles littered the holes. 

One of the Huks captured by 
military police in the battle was 
Francisco Avelino, 21, a farmer, 
of small Tarlac Barrio. Francis- 
co fought with guerrillas during 
the occupation and following the 
liberation returned to his two- 
acre farm, where he lives with 
his mothen 

Prisoner’s Story. 

ah In weeks ago,” Francisco 
s in an interview at the Con- 
cepcion jaiJhouse, the Huks came 
and told me I had fought with 
U. 8. A. F. F. E. long enough, 
and now it was time for me to 
fight for the common people. 

“They took me to Mapalodpod, 
where, with many other men, we 
lived in groups with families there. 
We were placed in platoons about 
50 men each, but we were not 
given any particular training. I 
think about one-third of the men 
had been taken the way I had 
Others were real Huks. 

“They gave me a Garand rifle 
that didn’t work. So when the 
battle started I just put it down 
and walked away. Then the mili- 
tary police captured me.” 

Nobody knows yet whether 
Francisco’s story is true, what 
will happen to him or when he 
will be allowed to return to his 
mother and farm.

HE planned economy of the 


Soviet Union is expected by Rus- 


T sian leaders to reach its peak in rebuilt Stalingrad 15 to 20 
years hence. 


It will be a city of steel workers dwellings between whole rows 
of wide boulevards, a city of squares lined with statues and marble 
halls in the classic Greek and Roman manner glorifying heroes of 
the war and the Socialist revolution. 


Ninety-eight per cent destroyed 
during the winter of 1942-43, ac- 
cording to Soviet estimate, Stalin- 
grad has only begun to rebuild. 
The main factories are working 
and 300,000 residents are back out 
of a prewar population of about 
500,000. But they are living mostly 
in temporary houses, The real 
rebuilding must come later. 

A group of foreign correspon- 
dents visiting Stalingrad toured 
the 40-mile length of the city, 
stretching along the high west 
bank of the Volga. They heard 
from the deputy city architect, 
Peter Buchlev, future plans Yor 
which billions of rubles were set 
aside after the designs had been 
approved by the state planning 
commission, 

The plans envision a city of 
800,000 persons occupying the 
same narrow 40-mile area. Three 
main boulevards will parallel the 
river, one along the embankment, 
one in the center of the city, and 
one on the outskirts. 

Reminders of War. 

The Square of Fallen Heroes, 
which is the present central 
square, will be ringed by build- 
ings of the House of Soviets, the 
Pantheon of Fallen Fighters and 
other structures and sculptural 
groups, embellished with lawns 
and fountains. 

The Stalingrad Defense Mu- 
seum, the major building, will be 
erected on a new square near the 
Volga, officials said. This build- 
ing eventually will house the great 
two-handed 
forged.at the command of King 
George VI and presented by Win- 
ston Churchill to Generalissimo 
Stalin after the German surrender 
of Stalingrad. Known as the 
Stalingrad sword, it is now kept 
temporarily in the city hall, where 
correspondents saw and handled it 
along with the golden shield given 
to the city by — Haile Se- 
lassie. 

Mamaev Hill, nighest point in 


sword which was 


the city, will be crowned by a 
building housing the panorama of 
the Defense of Stalingrad, set in a 
park extending to the river a mile 
away, 

On an island in the Volga, op- 
posite Mamaev Hill, will de 
erected a white column 250 feet 
tall topped by an electric beacon 
guide for ships. 


Buchlev said the natural lay of 
the land and many ravines would 
be utilized in the planning. There 
will be a network of shaded walks 
and children's parks. 

“Right now we are wuilding up 
our construction industry - we 
must have brick factories, :umber 
yards, trucks, tractors and all 
kinds of iools ‘or rebuilding,” 
Buchlev said. 

“We are buiiding p.ants to turn 
out 2000 prefabricated - houses 
yearly. By the end of 1946 we ex- 
pect to have a 200 billion annual 
brick output, which is sufficient.” 

“We are going to grind up 
bricks from other buildings and 
debris and reuse ‘t as building 
material.” 

10 Square Yards Per Person. 

Buchlev said it was planned that 
each resident eventually have 10 
square yards of iiving space. Resi- 
dents will live in four or five story 
apartment nouses downtown, with 
the size of the buildings gradually 
diminishing so that near the out- 
skirts dwellings will be the small 
single-family types 

He said there would be garage 
space in basements, and district 
garages for overnight parking 
within a five-minute walk of any 
house in town. Nobody would live 
more than three-quarters of a 
mile from a school 

“Our main difficulty is getting 
materials to work with,” Buchlev 
stated. “We have nlenty of man- 
power.” 

Buchlev said it might appear

Jonesburg, Mo. 
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Toward Granite City Peace 


He would be a master mind, indeed, who could 
render a flawless judgment on the issues under- 
lying the vexing Granite City steel strike. Both 
parties to the dispute—the company and the 
175 striking machinists—have strong arguments 
to support their positions, But it is the rankest 
kind of defeatism to say that a labor dispute, 
no matter how knotty, is incapable of solution. 

There is a third party to the dispute—the 
1600 CIO workers who have stayed away from 
their jobs because they have thus far refused 
to cross the machinists’ picket line. Since 
March 16, they have been out of work and their 
ability to continue out is growing thin. Sixteen 
weeks is a long time. The landlord and grocer 
eventually have to be paid. As a matter of 
fact, the strike has just about paralyzed Granite 
City. As we said recently: 


The impact upon the economic life of 
Granite City has become so serious that the 
Mayor, the City Judge and the pastor of St. 
Joséph’s Catholic Church have publicly ap- 
pealed for a settlement. 


In an effort to break the deadlock, the CIO 
workers met this week and adopted a resolu- 
tion requesting the company and machinists to 
submit the issues to arbitration, either by se- 
lecting their own arbitrator or by appealing to 
the Secretary of Labor to appoint one. Lloyd 
Weber, business agent of the machinists, says 
he sees no reason for agreeing to arbitration at 
the present time. 

Early in the dispute, Mr. Weber suggested 
arbitration to the rank and file, but they re- 
fused to accept it. We should think the least 
he could do, considering the duration of the 
strike and the great harm it has caused, is to 
submit the idea once again to the men them- 
selves, Unless he does so, or unless some other 
speedy solution is found, a back-to-work move 
on the part of the CIO workers is possible. In 
fact, the CIO workers are asking for a decision 
by Monday and A. F. Kojetinsky, regional di- 
rector of the CIO United Steel Workers, tells 
the machinists there is only one “decent” thing 
to do, namely, arbitrate. He made this appeal: 

We only expect the machinists to do what 
we would do for them. We expect them to 
take the hardship of our people into con- 
sideration. 

if Mr. Weber remains adamant to this appeal, 
if he refuses to consult the rank and file, or 
if the rank and file, after having been consulted, 
refuses to arbitrate, then on behalf of 1600 


idle workers the CIO may Have to foster a back- . 


to-work movement. 

The division between the company and the 
machinists is over the question of overtime pay 
for Sunday work, even when Sunday falls within 
the 40-hour week. In defense of its contention 
for such overtime pay, the machinists argue 
that the practice was in effect for many years 
before the Government abolished the 40-hour 
week as a war measure in 1942, and they feel 
it should be restored. Moreover, the machinists 
argue that they cannot abandon the demand 
without disturbing a whole network of similar 
arrangements with other employers throughout 


the St. Louis district. 


On its part, if the company should grant the 
demand, it would be discriminating against its 
other workers who now work Sunday—within a 
40-hour week—without overtime. The manage- 
ment refuses to do this, pointing out that, in the 
agreement with Philip Murray last winter, in 
which steel workers’ pay was increased 1814 
cents an hour, the overtime demand was 
dropped, as a concession to smaller firms to 
protect them from hardship. If the manage- 
ment yielded to the machinists, it might affect 
the whole national pattern of the steel industry’s 
relation to the CIO. 

So, while granting strong arguments on both 
sides, there comes a time when the most intri- 
cate dispute must yield to a practical way out. 
The quasi-judicial process of arbitration would 
seem such a way. The company is willing. If 
the machinists are not, they may find they have 
lost the strike and very possibly Mr. Weber 
would prefer to lose the strike rather than to 
disturb the machinists’ relationships with other 
employers. 

In any event, it cannot go on forever. Not 
only the 1600 CIO workers, but the public, has 
a big stake in a settlement. Let the machinists 
ponder this fact. Let them act accordingly. 
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For Whom the Bell Tolls 


Whether or not the House expels Rep. Andrew 
J. May, as in self-respect it should, the bell tolls 
his political extinction. 

May’s election majorities have fallen steadily 
for eight years, if allowance is made for the lift 
given him in the years when a Democratic Presi- 
dent was being elected. In 1938 May got 53 
per cent of the votes cast in his Kentucky moun- 
tain district. In 1942, the next non-presidential 
year, he squeaked by with only 50% per cent 
of the votes. Between 1940 and 1944 May’s 
presidential-year vote dropped from 58 to 5214 
per cent. 

This year there are no presidential coattails 
to ride, and May will go into the election— 
unless he yields: without a struggle—as the cen- 
ter of the most dramatic revelations a House 
member has faced since James G. Blaine was 
shown to have received a $64,000 loan from the 
Little Rock and Fort Smith Railroad. 

The East Kentucky voters should know what 
to do with May even if the House does not. 
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“Sea suits that flatter a size 44 as well as a 
size 10.” And a fresh coat of paint flatters a 
barn door as well as a doll house. 
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The Useful Goat

He ic 
to be kept around—always well to the lee— 
just as a constant reminder of the kind of fellow 
a lot of fellows would be if they could only be 
themselves. 
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WSA’s Floundering Figures 

The War Shipping Administration says there 
is no evidence of scandal in its books, as if its 
floundering accountancy were evidence of any- 
thing. W. L. Slattery, construction finance of- 
ficer of the Maritime Commission, has just told 
Congress that there is no explanation of $900,- 
000,000 in wartime purchases, and that some 
shipyard auditors were fired because of “their 
fight for the public interest.” His testimony 
adds to the responsibility of Congress to search 
WSA down to its Plimsoll line. 

Even if Government accountants have found 
no concrete proof of fraud, they have found a 
record of total confusion. For a year WSA 
didn’t know it owned a California warehouse 
containing $2,000,000 in supplies. Sometimes it 
paid contractors twice on a single bill. One of 
its port officers certified a tanker as seaworthy 
after it had been torpedoed, 

Maybe it wasn’t fraud, when WSA didn’t 
“properly process’ property removal slips said 
to involve $12,000,000. But, as the chief of the 
accounting office says, That is false entry. They 
prosecute ordinary citizens for such things.“ 

Why no prosecution for WSA? The House 
Appropriations Committee has accused it of in- 
excusable laxity.” Congressman Ploeser says 
it was the “greatest mess” he ever saw. Senator 


Alken has charged that “unscrupulous business 


interests” have and are trying to loot the Treas- 
ury. Representative Wigglesworth found evi- 
dence that the Government paid five to 10 times 
what a ship was worth during the war, and fre- 
quently allowed operating profits six to eight 
times the prewar price of a ship on one voyage. 

How much of the public’s money was wasted? 
Where did it go? Who got it? The answers 
have been battened down under WSA’s mixed- 
up books and confused figures. But that is what 
the public wants to know, and expects Congress 
to find out. Only a deep dive into the mess will 
show whether the alleged scandal amounts to 
mere scuttlebutt or actual pirateering. 
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More Power for Lewis 

Secretary Krug and Adm. Moreell have put a 
heavy club in John L. Lewis's hands by signing 
a contract recognizing his affiliated foremen's 
union in four Government-held mines. Lewis 
will now be in a strong position to make similar 
contracts a condition to be satisfied before the 
mines are returned to the owners. Thus the 
accountability of foremen to employers and, in 
a true sense, management's right to manage” 
will be abridged. 

It is equally clear, on the other hand, that 
groups of organized employers have gone to an 
opposite extreme in resisting unionization of 
foremen on any terms. In most kinds of indus- 
trial enterprise, the foremen are much nearer to 
being “workers” than “managers.” Here and 
there they have been exploited about as ruth- 


lessly as any rank-and-file employes were be- 


fore the Wagner Act. 

In recognition of this dual role of foremen, 
the law should recognize foremen’s unions for 
collective bargaining, but only so long as they 
are genuinely independent of rank-and-file con- 
trol. The National Labor Relations Board once 
pursued such a policy. More recently, however, 
the board has reversed itself and construed 


the Wagner Act to permit affiliation with the 


rank-and-file. Under that view of the law, 
which now stands as the official view, Krug 
and Moreel have only done their duty. 

What is needed is a clarifying statement of 
policy. It is one of the problems which should 
be considered by the joint Senate-House com- 
mittee which President Truman has asked for to 
overhaul Federal labor relations law. Inci- 
dentally, when is Congress going to appoint 
that committee and when is it going to begin 
functioning?

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Inconsistency in Palestine 

Britain’s Palestine policy has begun to look 
like the end of false expectations. So Harold 
Laski, a Labor party leader, makes a point-by- 
point indictment of his Labor Government’s 
attitude, in a column opposite this page. In- 
stead of the liberal measures expected of a So- 
cialist Government, there has been a continu- 
ance of imperialist ducks-and-drakes, which ig- 
neres three fundamental necessities: 

(1) The rescue of terrorized, starving Jews 
left in Europe. é 

(2). The responsibility of the mandate, under 
which Bri was supposed to make Palestine 
a home for oppressed Jews, 

(3) The need to end overt appeasement of 
heactionary Arab barons by English colonial 
officials, which Laski implies has fomented a 
dubious issue of Arab vs. Jew to confound the 
issue of feudalism vs. a co-operative state. 

In the present interlude of violence and sup- 
pression, a London conference has begun on the 
Palestine question. Britain is said to have pro- 
posed an appeal by UN to all nations to admit 
Jews. America should support the request. But 
that does not disguise the mandatory obligation 
on Britain, or the fact that Jews seek their own 
home as a place of safety. 

The American delegates in London should urge 
Britain to cease its divide-and-conquer tactics, 
which have turned Palestine into an armed 
camp, based on the exigency of revolt. That 
cannot even serve Britain’s security interests. 
Certainly it is not the merciful policy of a So- 
cialist Government, which has tried to free In- 
dia and has freed the Arab Transjordan. What 
Palestine represents to Mr. Laski, and what it 
should represent to his Government, is a test of 
consistency. 
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A. J. May, June, July, August, September, 
October, November and then, probably, out. 
Only why should the House wait when July in 
Washington is so cruel to A. J.’s delicate con- 
stitution? 
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An Appeal for the Middle Road 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Present uneasy truce is driving peoples into hostile camps of left 
and right, writer says; such extremism can lead to new conflict: 
greatest need is to find middle ground for peace; danger is neither 
Soviet nor Western imperialism; Our absolute enemy is war.”

We live under an uneasy truce which, at 
best, is no more than @ half-peace. But 
what is this postwar truce doing to Amer- 
icans? 


Perhaps the most alarming thing about 
it is that we are being divided, ever more 
sharply, into hostile camps of right and 
left. More and more Americans are in- 
terpreting almost everything political or 
social in terms of black or red. To insist 
that many things are of mixed hue—per- 
haps light blue, or perhaps gray—is to in- 
vite denunciation from both extremes. In 
our divided society, those who believe there 
must exist some rational middle ground for 
safety are usually shouted down. 


It must be that the world is much more 
one than millions among us are yet will- 
ing to admit. China and Greece and Ar- 
gentina are also divided into quite sim- 
ilar factions of uncompromising antago- 
nisms. In France, Italy and Britain, the 
same cleavages separate the reshuffled 
and much-shifted ranks of political align- 
ments. 


No Truce on Prejudices 


What the leftists in Europe and Asia are 
calling “Fascists” in their countries, the 
American leftists are branding “Fascists” 
here. While the right-wingers abroad throw 
blanket charges of “Communism” against 
most of those who disagree with them, 
American conservatives (nationalists or 
isolationists) hurl the epithets of “Reds” 
or “fellow travelers” with an equal intens- 
ity. Decidedly, there’s no truce on politi- 
cal allegiances in this turbulent world, nor 
the slightest hint of a truce on personal 
hatreds and prejudices. 


The split societies of Europe and Asia 
and the split society of North America are 
close kin. Where the axe slashes left from 
right, here or in foreign lands, is little 
more than a difference of degree. With 
us it tends, if anything, to strike with a 
sharper edge and more emotionalism be- 
cause American radicals and conservatives 
have never known the sobering effects of 
the suffering, the monetary or prestige 
losses imposed by, two great wars waged 
in one lifetime on our own soil. 


So we live, whether we are rightists or 
leftists—or even those seldom-mentioned 
middle people caught high and dry in be- 
tween—we live in a uniquely unchastened 
society which has never yet learned more 
than an inconsequential fraction of the 
cost of hate-fanned political warfare. 


Fantastic Folly Resumed 


If we would protest that the Europeans 
do not seem to have learned any more or 
much better than we have, one important 
distinction remains. No outstanding power 
has had such a rare opportunity to meet 
revolutionary social pressures with re- 
straint, with measured judgment and the 
spirit of compromise. Yet where in our 
world is the spirit of compromise more dif- 
ficult to find today, I wonder, than in thege 
increasingly divided United States? 


Sometimes it seems that the peoples of 
our world, most of them, have gone quite 
mad. Twenty years of Fascism and Nazism 
have given us the bloodiest, most costly 
bill in human history. Yet the extremists 
of right and left are resuming the fantas- 
tic folly precisely where Mussolini, Hitler 
and Hirohito left off. Just as if atomic 
bomb and germ-spray weapons did not now 


promise annihilation to hundreds of mil- 
lions, where only millions died yesterday. 


What does Communism versus capitalism, 
or conservatism versus Socialism, stand to 
gain by whipping up one more war through 
systematic exploitation of hatred and fear? 
It is not “Western imperialism” or “Soviet 
imperialism” that is the foremost and abso- 
lute enemy of all mankind. Our absolute 
enemy is war. 


When one more war means national dev- 
astation for all of us—and personal destruc- 
tion for one-third or half of us—to what 
end are we mauling, clawing and cursing 
each other? But in our split society, bit- 
ter and fierce emotions are pushing more 
and more of us ruthlessly to extreme right 
or extreme left. 


People in Pigeonholes 


There seems to be a colossal conspiracy 
to crush or reject those of us who sincere- 
ly seek or cling to middle ground. If you— 
a moderate or a liberal—criticize Russia 
for this Soviet policy or that, then you au- 
tomatically are a “Fascist” or a “Red- 
baiter.” When you also credit the Soviets 
for greatly raising Russia’s level of lit- 
eracy, then (from the anti-Soviet side) you 
are obviously a “Red.” 


A recent letter to the New York Herald 
Tribune illustrates this tendency perfectly. 
The writer admitted he refused to listen 
to the remarkable CBS broadcast on the 
atomic crisis, “Optrations Crossroads.” Why 
not? Because Archibald MacLeish, Henry 
Wallace, Joseph E. Davies and Mrs. Wen- 
dell Willkie were among the prominent 
Americans on that program. The writer 
said they “looked too much like a first- 
team propaganda front to command my at- 
tention.” 


“Operations Crossroads” was probably 
the most urgent education program that 
has been put on the air. It was utterly 
non-political. Its only propaganda aim was 
to help all of us to survive. But there are 
people in America who would rather be 
burned alive, it appears, than survive 
through the help of Henry Wallace or Mrs. 
Willkie. ... This is what a great many of 
us are doing: putting people in pigeonholes 
—and shutting our minds to anything they 
may hereafter do, for no matter what 
humanitarian cause—even for survival. 


For a Path of Moderation 


Yet there is nothing which America and 
all the world needs so imperatively as to 
find middle ground. There are surely mil- 
lions of Americans who abhor the violence 
and hatreds of the extremists; many mil- 
lions who still comprehend that our world 
cannot escape destruction without com- 
promise solutions and a firm, unrelaxed en- 
deayor to find a path of moderation. 


The middle of the road cries to be sought 
in the United States. If we build a middle 
road here, we shall build the foundations 
for the safety of mankind as well as for 
ourselves. There are far too Many angry, 
emotional voices in our divided society. It 
is time for the voices of moderation and a 
middle way to speak up and merge into 
a mighty chorus. That way lies our lone, 
last hope for peace,

Book Critic as Artist 


"THE CONDEMNED PLAYGROUND,” by Cyr Cone 
polly. (The Macmillan Co., New York.) 


Cyril Connolly, the English critic, whose - 
“Enemies of Promise” pleased this reader 
enormously a few years ago, now offers 4 
selection from the pieces he wrote as lit- 
erary journalist during the 208, 308, and 
early '40s. The title, “The Condemned Play 
ground,” is an inspired three-word descrip- 
tion of the era during which it was written. 
In another sense, says Mr. Connolly, the 
title applies to art itself, for “Art is man’s 
noblest attempt to preserve Imagination. 
from Time, to make unbreakable toys of 
the mind, mudpies which endure.” 

- a * 

Mr. Connolly’s critical mudpies are more 
worthy of preservation than most literary 
journalism, and to prove it by citation, 
here are some of the passages which I have 
marked in my copy: Virginia Woolf's “ ‘Mrs. 
Dalloway’ is in many ways a feminine 
adaptation of one idea of Joyces’s ‘Ulysses’ 
to English good taste.” Of Laurence Sterne: 
“The tempo of “Tristram Shandy’ must be 
the slowest of any book on record, and re- 
minds one of the youthful occupation of 
seeing how slowly one can ride a bicycle 
without falling off.” Of Jonathan Swift: 
“One cannot hate humanity to that extent 
unless one has believed in it.” Of Lord 
Chesterfield: “We see him pushing, mould- 
ing, lecturing, spying, piling up the jam 
around the pill, yet never for a moment 
leaving alone the miserable little creature 
whom he has cast to re-enact his own youth 
for him.” 

The second section of the volume is com- 
posed of literary satires and parodies. Mr. 
Connolly shakes his head wryly over his 
own profession: “The reviewing of novels,” 
he says, “corresponds, in letters, to build- 
ing bridges in some impossible tropical 
climate. The work is gruelling, unhealthy, 
and ill-paid, and for each scant clearing 
made wearily among the springing vegeta- 
tion the jungle overnight encroaches twice. 
as far.” 

There is a good parody on the style of. 
Mr. Aldous Huxley, and another on the 
manner of the military commentator. 
“Where Engels Fears to Tread,” a bur-- 
lesque review of an imaginary autobiogra- 
phy, “From Oscar to Stalin,” is delightful. 

„ * * 


The final essay, Writers and Society,” 
deals with the plight of the artist in mod- 
ern times: “He occupies, amid the sur- 
rounding dilapidation, a corner even more 
dilapidated, sitting with his begging bowl 
in the shadow of the volcano.” The artist 
must be freed of the commercial shackles 
which bind him. He must be respected, for 
“there can be no dignity of man without 
respect for the humanities.” 

The temptation to quote is great, but 
quotation must end somewhere. Perhaps it 
should be with this sentence, casually enun- 
ciated, in a manner characteristic of Mr, 
Connolly’s excellent criticism, in the middle 
of a paragraph dealing with something 
else: “The fear of democracy is the fear of 
being judged for what we are, instead of 
for what we have.”

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What’s Wrong With British Policy 


in Palestine? 


HE British Government took 


LONDON. 
a very great step in its decision 


to make wholesale searches and arrests in Palestine, and the 
public opinion of the world will require most precise proofs of 


the validity of its action. 


Prime Minister Attlee and his 
colleagues must show that what 
was submitted to them from Pal- 
estine was not “inference” or be- 
lief that the Jewish Agency and 
tre Haganah (Jewish defense or- 
ganization) were involved, They 
must show further that they had 
not authorized a fishing expedi- 
tion for evidence the Palestine 
Government did not . 

I personally deprecate the wild 
accusations flung about on one 
side or the other. The main thing 
now is to arrive at a settled and 
positive policy for Palestine. If 
this is to be done—and it needs 
to be done swiftly—the British 
Government has a certain obvious 
duty in which there can be neith- 
er delay nor evasion on its part. 


Definite Policy Needed. 


First, in the light of recent Arab 
pronouncements, it ought to make 
clear beyond discussion that it 
proposes in a fully responsible 
way to carry out its duty to the 
Jewish people under the mandate. 

Since this is not compatible with 
the White Paper of 1939, it ought 
to declare, as a League of Nations 
Mandates Commission declared, 
that it regards this paper as out- 
side its authority. This is a view 
te which all Labor leaders are 
pledged. It is also the view of 
the late Lloyd George, of Winston 
Churchill, Gen. Smuts and Leo- 
pold S. Amery, who were all con- 
cerned with the implementing of 
the Balfour Declaration.

The University City Charter 
Commission, which voted last 
week in favor of a council-city 
manager form of government, was 
unable to agree at a meeting last 
night on the size of the council 
under the proposed charter, or 
how its members should be 
elected. 

After lengthy discussion it was 
decided, at the suggestion of Har- 
old Ackert, chairman of the com- 
mittee on legislative provisions, to 
delay action until the July 30 
meeting, at which the public will 
be heard, 

Ackert’s committee made no 
recommendations on the contro- 
versial questions, but its proposals 
for a five-year term for council- 
man, pay of $5 for each meeting 
attended, requirement of five-year 
resident in the city for council- 
men and a “hands-off” policy for 
members with respect to city jobs, 
were adopted by the commission 
without dissent. 

Principal proposals for the new 
council, deevloped in last night's - 
discussion, were for a _seven- 
member council, two elected from 
each of three wards and one, who 
would be mayor, elected at large; 
for a council of five members, one 
from each of three wards and two 
at large, who would be mayor and 
vice mayor, and for election of all 
members at large. Another pro- 
posal was for election of the 
mayor by the council from its 
membership. Under the form of 
government approved last week 
the mayor would not be import, 
ant administratively.

CIVILIANS STILL CAN'T 
VOTE F OUT OF STATE 


Legislative Act Held Neces- 
sary to Make Constitution- 
al Change Effective. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 19—A 
provision of the new Constitution, 
which would give Missouri civil- 
lans the same rights as service 
men in casting an absentee bal- 
lot from outside the state, is not 
self-enforcing, the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s department ruled yesterday. 

The absentee voting provision 
ef the new Constitution is per- 
missive only, the department held, 
in that it authorizes the Legisla- 
ture to enact the necessary laws. 
Enabling legislation must be 
passed before civilians may cast 
absentee ballots from outside the 
state, it was held. A bill for that 
purpose failed of passage in the 
1945-46 Legislature. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Richard F. Thompson, who wrote 
the opinion, held that under ex- 
isting laws a civifan voter who 
expects to be absent on election 
day from his county of residence, 
but within the state, may cast an 
absentee ballot. 

Under Supreme Court decisions, 
Thompson said, that absentee bal- 
lot will be valid if, on election 
day, circumstances require the 
elector to be outside the state. 

“However,” the opinion stated, 
“a civilian voter can not perform 
the manual act of voting, which 
is the marking of the ballot, with- 
out the borders of the state. The 
ballot must be marked by the 
voter while within the state, in 
the manner prescribed by law.”

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PAGE MANSION BUILT 
IN 97 BEING RAZED 


Early Mayor of St. Louis 
Borrowed $9000 to Erect 
It at Sixth and Clark. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


The old mansion at the south- 
east corner of Sixth street and 
(ark avenue, built by Daniel D. 
Page, early mayor of St. Louis, 
for whom Page avenue is named, 
is being wrecked. The building 
is three and one-half stories, of 
brick construction. Since the 
turn of the century, it has been 
used for various purposes, includ- 
ing boarding house and saloon. 

Dr. William G. Swekosky, au- 
thority on local history, says that 
Page, a banker and real estate 
developer, purchased the land in 
1848 and borrowed $9000 to build 
the house in 1857. Page's fortunes 
already were on the decline be- 
cause of the failure in 1855 of 
the banking firm of Page and 
Bacon, then the largest in the 
Mississippi Valley, and the house 
was sold from the courthouse 
steps in 1863. 

Page came to St. Louis from 
Maine in 1818, started a bakery 
and invested his profits in real 
estate. He formed the banking 
house with his son-in-law, Henry 
D. Bacon, in 1848, and they fi- 
nanced construction of railroads 
and industries, as well as hun- 
dreds of smal] houses, which they 
built and sold on small payments, 
Dr. Swekosky said. 

One of the subdivisions was 
laid out along Page avenue. 
Nearly a thousand real estate 
transactions are recorded in the 
mame of Page and his wife, De- 
borah,

The battle that wrecked Stalin- 
grad and turned the tide of war 
in Russia ended with the surren- 
der of the Germans, Feb. 2, 1943, 
after a campaign estimated to 
have cost Hitler 500,000 men from 
the time his troops crossed the 
Don river to the west and drove 
toward Stalingrad. 

The present Stalingrad com- 
mandant, Lt. Col. Viadimir Dem- 
chenko, spent a day with corre- 
spondents showing them scenes of 
the fiercest fighting and explain- 
ing the strategy that gave the 
Red Army the victory. 

Steel From Wrecked Tanks. 

The pattern of Soviet recovery 
is etched clearly in this city. 

Today the Red October steel 
plant is turning out steel at the 
rate of 600,000 tons a year, its 
chief engineer says. That amounts 
to three-fifths of the normal peace- 
time production. 

Muck of the steel, which is later 
made into tractors, was reclaimed 
from the wrecked German tanks 
and other military vehicles that

They also have a suggestible type of audience to work with, I 
have frequently visited them here in Chicago and in the East 
to check upon their reputed supernatural claims. Any 
psychologist can duplicate their feats with a little practice. 
Their success resides chiefly in the fact that they have clients 
who are eager to hear the voices of their departed loved ones. 
As a result, their judgment is clouded by their wish for a com- 
munication from those who have died. It isn’t difficult to sell 
anything to people who are madly desirous of buying what you 
hold.

IF MEDIUMS CONFINED themselves to reassuring utter 
ances for nervous and timid souls like Frank, then we might 
overlook their false claims to supernatural powers. But many 
such individuals begin to feel the power which they hold over 
their gullible clients, and cannot resist the chance to capitalize 
upon it. If you are in doubt or trouble, go to your priest or 
minister who doesn't have to rely upon magic and darkness to 
give you peace of mind and consolation. The clergy or your 
physician or phychologist, are trained men, scientfically edu- 
cated and will not hoodwink you. They will tell you what you 
ought to hear, not just what you want to hear. Real religion 
can stand the test of daylight. Only fakirs seek darkness for 
seances.

NEW YORK, July 19 (AP) — 
Hearing on an application of the

William Maslow, counsel for the 
congress, said he was introducing 
the exhibits to prove that “the 
News is anti-Semitic.” He ques- 
tioned Francis M. Flynn, News 
business manager, on this point, 
which Flynn denied.

HE time has come when no 

one food can be classed as 

strictly seasonal. A few years 
ago bread pudding was thought of 
as strictly a wintertime dessert. 
Now that we have ample refriger- 
ation and can chill a rich bread 
pudding to a palatable tempera- 
ture, it is welcome even if the 
outside temperature is pushing the 
mercury up around 100. The con- 
stituents in bread pudding are 
much like ice cream, so when it 
is cold, it nourishes, satisfies and 
refreshes in much the same way 
as ice cream, Art and science 
link up in the making of such a 
homey dessert, too. There must 
be 18 proportion of bread 
to custard mixture —enough bread 
must be used to soak up all the 
custard mixture and this changes 
the nature of the mixture consid- 
erably from that of custard. This 
difference is enough to warrant 
baking the puddin.: directly on an 
oven rack to obtain the desirable 
appetizing crustiness. Of course 
bread pudding may be served 
warm too and that may be in de- 
mand when all the other foods 
are cold. Plain cream, whipped 
cream and harmonious sauces are 
just as much in order with bread 
pudding as with many other des- 


se 
Chocolate Chip Eread Pudding. 
Two cups milk, scalded, one cu 
fine dry bread crumbs, one-fou 
teaspoon salt, two _ tablespoons 
sugar, one-fourth cup honey, two 
tablespoons butter, two eggs, 


beaten slightly, one-half cup choc- 


olate bits, one teaspoon vanilla. 

Pour milk over bread crumbs. 
Stir until thickened, then add salt, 
sugar, honey and butter, Stir well. 
Pour small amount of hot mixture 
over eggs beating slightly, then 
combine with remaining hot mix- 
ture. Add chocolate bits and 
vanilla. Stir until chocolate is al- 
most melted, leaving a few bits 
partially melted. Pour into but- 
tered shallow baking dish (4 cups 
capacity) or inch glass pie plate. 
Bake in slow oven (325 degrees 
Fahrenheit) from 35 to 40 minutes, 
Remove from oven. Center will be 
slightly soft, but it will complete 
cooking from heat of pan. Serve 
with plain cream. Four to five 
servings.

SEVENTH and LOCUST 


On Causes 
Of Fatigue

HERE is nothing like habitual 

fatigue to take the joy out of 

life. With energy for even the 
simplest tasks lacking, there is no 
zest for work, no pleasure in rec- 
reation. 

This feeling of being always at 
the end of your rope may come 
from many different causes. It 
may be a simple case of working 
too long and sleeping too little. 
It may result from a dietary defi- 
ciency. 

Sometimes, so-called neuras- 
thenia or nerve exhaustion may 
be responsible, In a number of 
instances, the cause of overtired- 
ness is found in a lessened amount 
of sugar in the blood.

DRS. SAMUEL C. KARLAN 
and Clarence Cohn of the Medical 
Corps of the United States Army 
made a study of 100 patients who 
were suffering from fatigue, and 
cn nine of these the symptoms 
were caused by a low blood sugar 
or hypoglycemia. 

The main complaints were fa- 
tigue and dizziness. The fatigue 
from which these patients with 
hypoglycemia suffered was not 
continuous but occurred at defin- 
ite times such as on getting up 
in the morning or several hours 
afte. eating. ne of the patients 
had headache and pain in the 
chest every morning before eating. 

All of the patients complained 
of dizzy spells of varying degree, 
and in a few there were fainting 
attacks, It was interesting to note 
that most of the patients also 
ate frequently because they were 
hungry and the condition of all 
of them improved after eating. 
Exercise, in practically all of the 
Cases, a symptoms worse, 
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IT HAS BEEN REPORTED 
that persons with ‘ypoglycemia 
may be benefited by the use of the 
drug known as atropine, taken 
under the physician's directions, 
However, several of the patients, 
when given this preparation three 
times a day for seven days, re- 
ported no improvement. In fact, 
in one it was reported that the 
condition became worse. 

It is possible to bring on symp- 
toms in these patients by giving 
them injection. of insulin, which 
is the secretion from the pancreas. 
Insulin has the effect of lowering 
the blood sugar. 

A diagnosis of hypoglycemia is 
not too difficult to make. A test 
known as the sugar tolerance test 
is employed. In carrying out this 
test, an injection of glucose is 
given into a vein. Then the 
amount of sugar in the blood is 
determined at one-half-hour inter- 
vals for several hours. 

In those cases where there is 
low blood sugar, it is found that 
the blood sugar does not rise as 
it should, but instead rises for

His hope, 
of course, was that the defend- 
ers would think he was now out 
of diamonds and would be afraid 
that a continuation of that suit 
would give him a ruff in one hand 
and a discard in the other; hence 
that they would shift to clubs, 
West, however, who took the dia- 
mond trick, was too shrewd. Sus- 
pecting that South was angling 
for a club return, he persisted 
with another lead of diamonds, 
and that was South's Waterloo.

At the other table South did not 
underestimate his adversaries—he 
played for one break that would 
make their assistance obligatory 
rather than voluntary.
